The problem will be to find the op­ 
posing squadron

theoretically 
destroy it, that is to find it under 
such conditions of disadvantage as 
would mean its defeat in a battle. 
The maneuvers will 
be 
conducted 
over an immense expanse of water, 
outside the beaten track of steamers, 
and stretching all the way from Cape 
Cod, Mass , to Hampton Reads, Va. 
It will be triangular in shape, not 
less than 40 miles in width in the 
central part. 
It will be easy enough to fail to 
find the enemy in this long stretch 
of water. 
The services of fast scout 
ships will be employed to hunt down 
the opposing squadron and to prevent 
sudden surprise by it. 
The wireless 
telegraph will be called 
into 
use. 
Each squadron will go through all 
the evolutions that would be expect­ 
ed of a fleet in attack or defense. 
Special attention will be given to 
battle signal work, in 
accordance 
with the revised code of signals. It 
is thought the maneuvers' conducted 
in this fashion will be beneficial all 
around.
